@ In “The Pill at 20: An Assessment,” by 
Howard W. Ory, Allan Rosenfield and Lynn 
C. Landman [12:278, 1980], the statement 
that an estimated 150 million women around 
the world have used the pill since its intro- 
duction was mistakenly referenced to a 
Worldwatch Institute publication. The num- 
ber is an estimate extrapolated by one of the 
authors from prevalence-of-use data. 

@ In “Abortions Preventable by Contracep- 
tive Practice,” by Charles F. Westoff, Jane S. 
DeLung, Noreen Goldman and Jacqueline 
Darroch Forrest [13:218, 1981], the third 
column of Table 3 (“<20, At conception”) 
should show 5.4 percent for the condom and 
1.1 for the diaphragm. 

In column 3 of page 221, the first sentence 
of the first full paragraph should read: Based 
on data used in this study, an estimated 12 
percent of adolescent contraceptors and 16 
percent of adult users can be expected to 
become pregnant in a year’s time. 
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
